After what we have "AP Sir, 1 oak not in cnet 
the Valour of this Corps of the talleſt and moſt robuſt Men, then 
ſelected from all parts of the Kingdom ;—but what ſhall we ſay 
if Two Hundred of them were taken Priſoners, without making 
the leaſt Reſiſtance, by Four Perſons: almoſt unarmed ! In 
anſwer, it ſhould be obſerved, that one of the Four was the 
French King [Francis I.], and that it aroſe merely from a little 
Divertiſement of the Moment. The Caſe was this: after K. 
Hen. VIII. and Francis I. had privately ſeen each other on the 
Day preceding the intended Grand Interview between Guiſnes 
and Ardres (A. D. 1520.), Francis, in order to ſurprize K. 
Henry with a Viſit in the Evening, laid afide his State, and 
taking with him Two Gentlemen and a Page proceeded privately 
from Ardres to Guiſnes, which was K. Henry's Reſidence. 
The Governour of the Caſtle was there poſted with Two Hun- 
dred Archers of Henry's Body Guard, to whom the French 
King called out. Surrender; I claim you for my Priſoners ;” 
and then ordered them to conduct him to the King of England. 
As K. Francis was known by the Governour, and the manceuvre = 
underſtood to be a piece of jocularity, his Majeſty was immedi- 
ately ſhewn to the Apartment of K. Henry, where He alſo, to 
carry on the Jeſt, ſubmitted to Francis, and acknowledged him- 
ſelf his Priſoner likewiſe +. I may be excuſed mentioning fuch 
a circumſtance regarding the YEOMEN of tbe Gu Axp, when Two 
of the Greateſt Monarchs 1 in Curiendom were e Playing at 
Bo-peep. 

But, nevertheleſs, there is more contained in this Jeſt of K. 
F rancis, and the Submiſſion of K, r than at the Iuſunt

This was the Caſe of our own. K. Richard 1 4 Wants” 
from the Holy-Land J and of K. James I. of Scotlaud, when 
Prince Royal of that Kingdom, who was detained Priſoner by 
our K. Hen. IV. to the great and indelible Diſgrace of their re- 
ſpective Captors *. But to revert to the Corps of V EO ENV. 

The preceding Reign of K. Henry VII. had been too turbu- 
lent, and full of Jealeuſies, to admit of much Amuſement on

uncle, the Duke of Albany, who had already put to Death the King's eldeft 
fon David, in order to facilitate his own Acceſſion to the Throne, and me- 
ditated Defigns on the Life of his nephew James.

The Prince, as it happened, was driven to England, and was evncfiſaabl, » 
the King's prevailing adviſers, as a-legal Priſoner, and detained as ſuch till he 
was ranſomed at a great Price by his Subjects, after the Death of his Father, 
King James, from the Aptitude of his own Genius and Abilities, reaped a 

Benefit from his Impriſonment, which amply rewarded his Subjects for the ex- 
pence of his Liberation; - though that circumſtance does not remove the ob- 


loquy from us! He made the Court of England an Academy, where he ſtudied 


Men and Manners, kan Juriſprudence, the true Principles of rational Go- 
vernment, which, from obſervation, he reduced to Practice. To theſe he added 
the Sciences, and the polite Arts, and became at length one of the beſt and moſt” 
Sag Monarchs that had thitherto ever worn. Wrote © ap

The ſingular Habit of a Yeoman is too well known, Sir, to 
require any Deſcription; but ſome circumſtances relating to it 
will admit of Inveſtigation. It is generally thought to have 
been the Dreſs of the King and the Court in the Reigns of K. 
Henry VII. and K. Henry VIII. or of the Middle of the 16th 

Century +; but this ſeems to be very diſputable, for on Exa- 
mination, the Coats of the Veomen will be found to be eſſen- 
_ tially different, and indeed of a much later Date. It is only 
neceſſary to refer to the Print of © The Proceſſion of K. Ed. VI. 
« from the Tower to Weſtminſter,” lately engraved by the 
Society of Antiquaries, wherein the Habit of a Yeoman, appears 
to have conſiſted of a Tunict, girded about the waiſt by the 

Sword-Belt, with Skirts juſt long enough to cover the Trunk- 
Breeches, and with gathered Sleeves reaching barely half-way 
from the Shoulder to the Elbow. The Stockings of courſe 


extended upwards above the middle of the thigh. Such was 


the common mode of Dreſs of that time, to which the Nobility 
and Gentry of a certain Rank ſuperadded a Cloak, which was 
denied to every lower Order in the Court. Now, Sir, the 
Coats of our preſent Veomen reach below the Knee, and have a 


ſwoll'n kind of Pudding- Sleeve which deſcends to the Wriſt.

[A. D. 1527.], a although it was in Contemplation, and an Order 
for it was ſigned by the King, Ten Vears before it actually took 
place. The Number of Teomen, at the Period laſt- mentioned 
[A. D. 1527. ], was very great, and the Expence attending ſuch 
an Idea might, on better Advice, retard the King's Wiſhes: 
but we may recollect that the Guard was reduced very conſi- 
derably by the Statutes of Eltham, which were iſſued in the 
Year 1526, whereby, among other œconomicks, tlie King was 
enabled by the Reduction of the Number of the Teomen, to add 
to the Splendour of what remained. In the Year 1527 there- 

fore, the Order inſerted below in a Note, ſeems to have taken 
Effect, which gave to the Tromen of the Guard (together with 
ſome others) a Livery of Red Cloth, which, we may infer from 
the Tenor of the Order, they had never worn before that time; 
their only diſtinguiſhing Badges of Office ſeeming theretofore to 
have been the Halberds, then peculiar to themſelves. within the 
King s Palace *.
